This is indeed a frightful cuaracter drawn 
under a feeling of strong indignation. - It 
would be lamentable to think it as true in 
the detail as it must be allowed to be con- 
sistent with fact in the general outline. 
Wolcott was a man of vigorous constitution, | 
and tasked that blessing to the utmost in the 
gratification of sensual appetites. His con- 
vivial talent was great, but not suited to the 
virtuous sex, nor even to the moral or refin- 
ed of our rougher kind. At the festive 
board he was a gourmand, aud how long bis 
propensities for promiscuous gallantry (alas! 
the word) were indulged or stimulated be- 
yond the period for better things, may be 
gathered from the circumstance of his hav- 
ing been prosecuted, when above seventy 
years of age for criminal conversation, or, 
we believe, for attempted criminal conver- 
sation, with the young wife of u friend, a 
tailor, to whom he obtained familiar access 
under pretence of preparing her for the 
stage, with a mania for which she was struck. 
Damages were given in the King’s Bench 
Court, but never paid; and we know not 
whether the lady was fitted for public life 
or not by her venerable tutor. She was ra- 
ther a fine woman, and as the husband was. 
concealed somewhere while Pindar fell into 
the snare, it was generally thought that the 
matter was planned to entrap him. He was 
sadly annoyed by the denouement. 

This was among the last acts of Wolcott’s 
career which furnished conversation for the 
town. He lived for some years in Gooch 
Street, where he once narrowly escaped be- 
ing burnt to death, together with the old 
woman who attended him in his blindness ; 
the bed curtains of his domestic having 
caught Gre, the blaze was luckily scen by a 
hackney-coachman on the stand opposite the 
house, who rushed in, in time to save Pindar 
and his housekeeper, and found the former: 
amid all his infirmity endeavouring in vain 
to subdue the flames with a_ hearth-rug. 
From Gooch Street he removed for country 
air to Somers’ town, where his salybrious 
retreat was’ most. noxiously situated near a 

sagnant and Offensive pool. Here he dicd 
on the 13th of January, after a lingering, but 
not painful illness, in his 8lst year. It is 
said that he dictated verses within a few 
days of his death; he had contributed slight 
productions to the periodical presses within a 
year or two preceding. Report also states

He carried them 
home. One was injured by the spade, and 
diced of the wound. The other two he felt 
desirous of rearing up, if possible ; and, re- 
membering his success with the squirrels, 
put them to a Cat, (a descendant of the 
former one*) who had also been deprived of 
all her kittens but one. He prevailed on 
the cat to nurse the little cubs ;. but for 
several days it made her very sick, partly 
from their eagerness, and partly, it is sup- 
posed, from their strong scent.

As this proposition may not be 
self-evident to all, and the reasouing on which it is 
founded may not be universally conclusive, we have 
endeavoured to throw it into the form of a syllogism, 
but not having any treatise on logic present, we are 
unadle to say to what class of syllogisms ours belongs.

The Instructers have been able to teach their pub- 
Vie scholars (by the help of private ones) more in 
two hours than they can now do in four ;— 


But the committee have taken away the private 
scholars, and compelled their attention to the public 
ones, four hours instead of two ;— 


Therefore, the public scholars suffer the Joss of 
two hours’ tuition daily. 
Ifthe reader does nor percéive the force of this 

argument, we are very sorry, for it is the sober declara- 
tion of one of our neizhbours. 
Another source of discontent among some of our 
citzens, is the increasing reputation of the Latin 
School, This may appear strange to many, but it is, 
nevertheless, true. The School Committee are ac- 
cused of designs to build up the Latin School at the 
expense of-all the others.. To the observing and the 
considerate, such a charge can hardly need refutation ; 
and yet there are parents, who look with a jealous 
eve on the growing respectability, and usefulness, and 
excellence of this establishment ; and declare, that as 
they have no ambition. to give their children a know]- 
edge of Latin and Greek, it is not right to maintain 
such a school at the public expense. We thank 
heaven, that we are of different sentiments. This 
school is one of the most purely republican institutions 
we have among us. It gives an opportunity to the 
poorest man in the town to obtain for his children as 
good an education as can be purchased by the rich ; 
without the trouble, and expense, of sending them to

AUTHENTIC & NTERBSTING PARTICULARS OF 
MARTIN L "S MARRIAGE. 

Cowsrpzrixo Luther as the chosen apos- 
tle of our return to the primitive doctrines 
and practices of Christianity, whatever 
tends to remove an almost faded stain, and 
to throw additional lignt on the exalted pu- 
rity of bis conduct, must be of high value in 
the eves of » protestant public. The reader 
will recollect that his marriage, but especisl- 
ly with a reformed nun, was, in his own 
days, and has been, by many adverse writers 
in subsequent times, charged upon him as a 
scandal never to be forgiven. Not content- 
ed with holding up the act itself as a crime, 
his opponents were emulous to disfigure 
and overload it with attendant circumstances 
of the blackest hue ; without dreaming that 
the exemplary purity and futegrity of him 
whom they made the chief actor m them. 
would repel their calumnies, with a recoil 
which would inflict an irreparabie wound on 
their own cause. 

In this and every other point of view, a 
plain narrative ofthe circumstances which 
preceded and accompanied his marriage, 
can scarcely fail to present an interesting 
object for the attention of your readers. It 
has been compiled by an eminent luminary 
of the Lutheran church, and is extracted 
from a work (published on the occasion of 
the recent centuary celebration of the Re- 
formation in Germany) in which none but 
*rigipal and most authentic sources have 
been consulted. It not only refreshes our 
Tecoilection, but throws new light on many 
‘other points in Luther’s noble pilgrimage, 
through. hardships, trials, temptations, and 
perils ; and J may bereafter take the liberty 
of bespeakinz a few more pages for the fur- 
ther extracts I have made froin it. , 

“« F must not delay, (says our author,) to 
add what is necessary on the subject of Mar- 
tin Luther’s family On the 13th of June. 
1525, he married Catherinc of Bora, who haa 
escaped, in company with eight nuns of no- 
bie rank, from the convent of Nimptzech, 
near Grimma on Easter eye, in 1523, and 
had been brought to Wittenberg by the as- 
sistance of @ Koppen, a citizen and 
counsellor of Torgay. Luther took care 
that every one of these femaies, whose in- 

dividual names he has recorded, should be 
lodged in good families, and supported br 
the contributions of the benevolent, until

‘changed, and the marriage ceremoay was 
finally completed by Bugenhagen. A wed- 
ding supper which Luther had prepared for 
the select few, terminated the solemnity. 
The next day a public wedding banquet 
was given ; and on this occasion, the senate 
of Wittenberg sent fourteen quarts of wine, 
in addition to the customary congratulations 
rand marriage gift.© Fourteen days after- 
wards, that isto say, on the 37th of June, 
; Luther himself gave a public feast, to which 
his friends were invited by formal summons- 
es, as the testimonial of the marriage he 
had consummated. Among the guests there 
present were Dr. Ruhl. the Chancellor, Cas- 
| par Meuller, Spalatin, Nic Armsdorff, Leor- 
ard Koppe, (whom he jocosely nicknamed 
“ ‘The venerable Father Abbot,” in allusion 
to the flight from the convent) his own father 
and a number of other persons. 

No marriage could have proved the source 
of greater happiness than Luther's. Of his 
ardent affection for his consort, there cannot 
exist more irrefragable evidence than the 
innumerable expressions of tenderness, to 
which both his lips and his pen gave utter- 
ance. In his wife he esteemed himself rich- 
er than Croesus; nor would he, as he ob- 
served, have bartered his Kate for all the 
wealth of France and Venice. 

The customary superscription of his let- 
ters ran in these words: “ To my kind and 
beloved Kitty Luther, at Wittenberg ;” and 
whenever he was particularly smitten with 
any thing about him, he used to call it “ Age 
Kate.” On the other hand, she herself en- 
tertained the greatest esteem for her hus- 
band, and prized him highly ; exhibiting in 
her deportment, the perfect pattern of a 
good and piéus wife, and manifesting the 
deepest concern for him on various occasions. 
Their happy union was blessed with six chil- 
dren, four only of whom were living at the 
time of Luther’s death.” 


“ One of the marriage gits, presented by the uni- 
versity, is spoken of by Mayer, into whose Possession 
it afterwards came.
